To prevent Suits being instituted, and to stay Proceedings- 
for a limited Time in certain Actions commenced by the 
Governor and Company of the Apothecaries Hall of the 
City of Ddblin.

5R(£3&> by an Act of the Parliament of Ireland, passed Preamble: 
in the thirty-first year of the reign of his late Majesty 31 o. 3, c, 34. 
King Geokge the Third, intituled, “ An Act for the more effectual 
preserving the Health of his Majesty’s Subjects, for erecting an 
Apothecaries Hall in the City of Dublin, and regulating the Pro- 
fession of an Apothecary throughout the Kingdom of Ireland,” it is, 
amongst other matters, enacted, that “ no person shall open shop, or ci. 22. 18. 
act in the art and mystery of an Apothecary, within the Kingdom of 
Ireland, until such person shall have been examined as to his quali- 
5 fieation and knowledge of the business by the Governor or Deputy 
Governor and Directors, or any Five of them, of the Apothecaries 
Hall of Dublin,” who are thereby authorized and required to make 
such examination, and to grant a certificate under their hands, that 
such person is properly qualified : 



j r And whereas the said Governor and Company have not used due 
diligence in the discharge of their duties under the aforesaid Act, and 
many persons having degrees in Medicine, and diplomas in Surgery 
and Pharmacy, not wilfully intending to act contrary to the provisions 
of the said Act, but believing that it had fallen into abeyance, have 
20 from time to time compounded and vended medicines, and practised 
and acted as Apothecaries, without having submitted themselves for 
examination by the said Company, and have thereby rendered them-

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selves legally liable to the penalties by tile said Act imposed in such 
cases, and proceedings for their recovery have or may be instituted 
by the said Governor and Company : 

And whereas an inquiry was lately instituted by order of the 
Commons House of Parliament into the constitution and proceedings 5 
of the said Company, and a Bill is about to be introduced for their 
regulation, as part and parcel of a measure for the general regu- 
lation of the practice of Medicine in these Kingdoms ; anti it is 
expedient that any proceedings for the recovery of the penalties so 
incurred should be prevented, or if commenced, should be stayed until to 
the pleasure of Parliament shall have been ascertained upon the 
subject ;

the Third, to apply to the Court in which such original writ, writ of 
summons, suit, action, bill, plaint or information shall have been 
sued out, commenced or prosecuted, if such Court shall be sitting, or 25 
if such Court shall not he sitting, to auy Judge of either of the Superior 
Courts in Dublin, for an order that all further proceedings may be 
stayed until the First day of November One thousand eight hundred 
and forty-one, upon such original writ, writ of summons, suit, 
action, bill, plaint or information, and every such Court or Judge, g 0 
as the case may be, is hereby authorized and required, upon such appli- 
cation, and proof that sufficient notice has been given to the plaintiff 
or to his attorney, of the application, to make such order as afore- 
said : Provided always, That in all cases in which any such writ, suit, 
action, bill, plaint, or information shall have been sued out or com- 35 
menced subsequently to the passing of this Act, it shall be lawful for 
such Court or Judge as aforesaid to make an order for discontinuing 
the same, without payment of any costs ; and in every such case, 
on the making of such order, such writ, suit, action, bill, plaint or 
information shall be forthwith discontinued : Provided always, That 4 o 
nothing herein contained shall be deemed or taken to enable any 
person to recover back any money paid before the passing of this Act, 
in pursuance of any judgment duly obtaiued under the provisions of 
the said last-recited Act. 
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
